2,000 U.S. Scientists 


Appeal Against H-Tests 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP)— 
Two thousand American scien- 
tists have signed an appeal urg- 
ing international agreement now 
to stop the testing of nuclear 
bombs, a Nobel Prize-winning 
biochemist announced Monday. 


Dr. Linus Pauling called it 
“an appeal by American scien- 
tists to the Governments and to 
the people of the world.” 


The statement’ says: “Each 
added amount of radiation 
causes damage to the health of 
human beings all over the 
world.” It warns of “an increase 
in the number of seriously 
defective children...in future 
generations” and adds: 


“As scientists we have knowl- 
edge of the dangers involved 
and therefore a special respon- 
sibility to make those dangers 
known.” 

Pauling, head of the division 
of chemistry and chemical en- 
gineering at California Institute 
of Technology in Pasadena, said 
the statement was prepared by 
him “as an individual scientist 
and was signed by other scient- 
ists as individuals.” 


The 2,000 signatures were re- 
ceived in four days—last Wed- 
nesday through Saturday. Sign- 
ers included two other Nobel 
Prize-winners—Dr. H. J. Muller, 
Indiana University, who receiv- 
ed the prize in 1946 for discover- 
ing that penetrating radiation 
produces mutations in plants 
and animals, and Dr. Joseph 
Erlanger, Washington Univer- 
sity, St. Louis, Mo., 1944 winner 
in physiology and medicine. 


“About half of the scientists 
who signed the appeal are biol- 
ogists, and many of the others 
are biochemists, chemists or 
medical scientists,” Pauling said. 

Dr. Pauling won the Nobel 
award in 1954 for research in 
chemistry. He said in a tele- 
vision interview Sunday ‘that 
fallout from nuclear tests will 
cause 200,000 children in each 
of the next 20 generations to be 
mentally or physically defective.

This Year’s Junket Season 


With the close of the regular 
Diet session last month, groups 
of Diet members will be making 
their annual jaunts abroad from 
now on until autumn. They 
will be going €n so-called in- 
spection tours or trips for the 
purpose of attending _interna- 
tional conferences, Kyodo re- 
ported yesterday. 

This year, 9s many as seven 
such Diet groups are scheduled 
to go abroad. They are expected 
to spend some “15 million in for- 
eign currency as travel allow- 
ances, or ¥7,000,000 more than 
last year 

Such junkets have come under 
repeated criticism of the public 
who claim that the Dietmen are 
making the trips merely for 
pleasure under the guise of in- 
spection tours. 


This year’s junket season was 
initiated May 28 when a five- 
man group headed by House of 
Councillors President Tsuruhei 
Matsuno, one Liberal-Democrat 
and one Socialist Councillor 
and two Upper House staff 
members left Tokyo for Paris 
at the invitation of the presi- 
dent of the French Council of 
the Republic. | 

Matsuno’s group will also 
visit other European and Amer- 
ican countries during its 43-day 
trip. 

Scheduled to leave by SAS 
plane last night was a five-man 
House of Representatives 
group, headed by Liberal-Demo- 
’ erat Shigeru Hori, on a2’ globe- 
girdling inspection tour lasting 
until July 30. 

The team, which includes two 
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Liberal-Democrats and Socialists 
each besides Hori, will first 
visit the Philippines and then 
go to Thailand, Pakistan, Egypt, 
Italy, Switzerland, Spain, 
France, Belgium, the Nether- 
lands, Germany, Denmark, 
Sweden, Norway, Britain and 
the United States. 


In addition, two other Lower 
House teams and three Upper 
House groups are scheduled to 
leave for Southeast Asia and £u- 
rope and America by autumn. 

In recent years, the customary 
practice has been for both the 
Lower and Upper Houses to 
send three separate groups com- 
prised of five members each on 
jaunts abroad following the 
close of the regular Diet session. 

Of the six, two will attend the 
annual Inter - Parliamentary 
Union conference, two under- 
take trips to various countries 
for the official purpose of in- 
specting the parliamentary sys- 
tem while the other two go to 
South America or Southeast 
Asia on ordinary inspection 
tours. 

This year’s IPU conference is 
scheduled to be held in London 
from Sept. 12. 

To finance the trips, the Up- 
per House has allocated ¥18,444,- 
000 and the Lower House ¥26,- 
196,000.

Tasteful and Alluring Music-Making 
By MARCEL GRILLI 


__ The first song recital by the 
Viennese soprano, Ruthilde 
Boesch, in the Daiichi Seimei 
Hall on Friday evening was one 
of the pleasantest events of this 
season. She was in exceptional- 
ly confident voice from the v 
beginning of her program whic 
opened with such voca! gems as 

ro Scariatti’s “ Vio- 
lette” and Pergolesi’s “Se tu 
m’ami.” In these she also dem- 
onstrated that she was in a very 
charming and communicative 
mood? and for the rest of the 
evening her rapport with the 
audience was complete. 


This was fully an evening of 
tasteful, as well as pleasing and 
highly skilled vocal delivery. In 
collaboration with the singer 
was her husband, Wilhelm Loib- 
ner, at the piano; he is the not- 
ed conductor, who this year is 
in charge of the programs of the 
NHK Symphony Orchestra. He 
was admirably effective through- 
out this recital, especially in the 
extrovert numbers, of which 
there were many. 

The capacity audience obvi- 
ously enjoyed these quasi-sou- 
brette selections, sometimes 
breaking into applause before a 
song was finished. It was obvi- 
ous, that this type of song, which 
often ends with a verbal quip 
and with a flick of notes in the 
piano part to clinch the point, 
requires a special musical spon- 
taneity and coyness to put across 
effectively. Madame Boesch’s 
vivacity and her unforced anima- 
tion were qualities greatly ad- 
mired in these lightweights of 
lieder, As an example in this 
category, her treatment of Hugo 
Wolf's “Elfenlied” was a mar- 
vel of declamatory style — 
lished by a flexible variety of 
tone and articulation. 


It must be said, too, that her 
progrem was fresh in content 
without being unfamiliar in 
idiom. It held just enough in 
the way of popular lieder and 
operatic favorites to point up 
the superiority of this soprano’s 
interpretations. Among the 
two dozen or so humbers on 
this program, I would personal- 
ly single out for special praise 
such items as “An die Nachti- 
gall,” one of the simplest and 
loveliest of Schubert’s songs, 
which was exquisitely rendered, 
and her equally felicitous por- 
trayals of such other well-known 
lieder as “Du bist wie eine 
Blume” and “Wenn du nur 
zuweilen lachelst” in the Schu- 
riann end Brahms groups. 


There were also such Wolf 
masterpieces as “Das _ verlas- 
sene agdiein” and 
from the Moerike settings, as 
well as the eminently expres- 
sive “In dem Schatten meiner 
Locken”—all three of them 
were triumphs of imaginative 
vocal acting on the part of the 
singer. Not only did she meet 
the emotional demands of the 
texts, but their phrasing was 
delicately shaped and unequi- 
vocally musical. 


Three operatic. selections, 
Annchen’s second-act aria from 
Weber’s “Der Freischutz” and 
two from Puccini operas—"O 
mio babbino caro” (“Gianni 
Schicchi”) and Musetta’s waltz- 
arla (‘La Boheme”)—closed 
the formal part of the program, 
which went on with several 
encores. But the entire eve- 
ning offered a rare and refresh- 
ing experience in every respect. 
Ruthilde Boesch is not only 
alluring to hear but she is also 
beautiful to see on the stage 
There is no doubt that this 
initial concert has stimulated 
our keenest desire to hear more 
—much more—from this excel- 
lently matched and musically 
cultured wife-husband partner- 


ship.

Unless endowed with a super- 
man’s strength and endurance, 
a piano recitalist would be well 
advised not to attempt more 
than one large work in a pro- 
gram. In what may be con- 
sidered a debut recital on Satur- 
day evening, in the same Dalichi 
Seimei Hall, the young pianist, 
Shizue Soh, matched the sum 
total of her power and virtuosity 
against three such master-works 
—Beethoven’s C Minor Sonata 
(Op. 111), Lisat’s B Minor 
Sonata, and Schumann's Sym- 
phonic’ Etudes. 

The challenge presented by 
such an ambitious program, 
traversing different types of 
piano-writing, may not be one 
of pianistic versatility, nor even 
of technical strength, as is it of 
musical penetration. It is in this

latter quality that Miss Soh’s 
playing left her listeners desir- 
se much more than she was 
able to project at her present 
stage of development. 

t she exemplified many 
other admirable virtues to re 
commend her flair for the in- 
strument; her playing was con- 
fident and assured throughout, 
and the deftness of her finger- 
work was commendable. There 
was never any doubt as to her 
technical equipment, though the 
unduly fast tempo she chose for 
the more showy variations of 
the Schumann, a deliberate con- 
sideration perhaps to stress the 
virtuosity of the work, tended to 
obscure the music’s inner delica- 
cy and poetry. She dispatched 
the Liszt exuberantly and with 
a high level of accuracy in 
notes: the rhythm was fully con- 
trolled and clearly articulated. 
In its rolling and rumbling figur- 
ations, this work presents a 
blazing technical ordeal to a 
pianist, but it has very little 

else to recommend it. 

Beethoven's last piano sonata 
is another story. This is as 
much a bravura showpiece as 
it is noble in its expressive 
proportions. But what pianist, 
one may ask, hasn’t found this 
music inordinately unwieldy in 
texture, complex and knotty in 
every respect? True, Miss 
Soh’s interpretation was rigidly 
disciplined from beginning to 
end, but, like other pianists of 
her tender ‘years, she seemed 
too prone to view the rhythmic 
structure of this formidable test 
piece more as a succession of 
pianistic dispositions, separate 
and isolated details, rather than 

as parts of a grand design. 

In her treatment, for example, 
the “arietta” opening the second 
movement and the series of en- 
suing variations emerged too 
sketchy. Under the circum- 
stances, one can say that the 
demand of reconciling the total- 
ity of this sonata’s technical 
and musical excellences, phrase 
by phrase, into a _ consistent 
whole is a problem that has 
taxed the capacity and the 
understanding of pianists much 
older in years and experience 
than Miss Soh. 

On the credit side, this re- 
viewer is bound to state that her 
playing refiected a sincere ap- 
proach sustained by instinctive 
vitality. It needs more inten- 
sity of feeling and expression 
and a far greater degree of musi- 
cal penetration—but such qual- 
ities come only when an artist 
has lived long and intimately 
with the music.

New Painting Style 


Hideyoshi and the other mili- 

tary barons of the age, most 
of whom were of relatively 
humble origins, used much of 
the wealth they had accumulat- 
ed in battle to build castles and 
— on a scale hitherto un- 

nown. Remarkable in them- 
selves, these magnificent struc- 
tures became the raison d’etre 
for a new type of pictorial art. 
Inside them, the sliding doors, 
paneled walls, and  foldin 
screens that had long been fix 
architectural accoutrements in 
Jepanese buildings were re- 
tained, as was the custom of 
decorating these surfaces with 
paintings. 

But now the areas to be cov- 
ered were so vast to render the 
tracitional styles of painting 
obsolete. The Japanese Yama- 
to-e was too delicate and the Chi- 
nese-style ink painting of the 
Muromachi period too plain to 
sustain such large expanses. 

Artists were forced to find 
new forms. By and large, their 
solution was a synthesis incor- 
— the strong ink con- 
tours of the Chinese style with 
the brilliant colors of the Ya- 
meto-e. The aristocratic flavor 
of the previous age was aban- 
doned, as were all attempts at 
profundity or subtlety, 

The fusion of the Chinese 
and Japanese traditions had be- 
gun many years before in the 
works of the early Kano school 
masters, Masanobu and Moto- 
nobu (1476-1559), but through- 
out the Muromachi pertod, the 
Kano style was largely confined 
by the aesthetic restraint asso- 
ciated with Zen Buddhism. It 
remained for Kano Titoku 
(1548-1590) to throw caution to 
the winds and create the big 
splashy style of the new age. 

Illustrates Process 


Eitoku’s famous “Plum Tree,” 
which is thought to have been 
painted when the artist was in 
his 24th year, well illustrates 
the process whereby the Mo- 
moyama style developed. The 
tree might have been lifted 
from a landscape by Motonobu, 
but now instead of garnishing 
the foreground of a hanging 
scroll, as it would have done in 
the past, it sprawls out over 
four large door panels and/; 
forms the principal, if not the 
only, motif of the painting. In 
this pioneer work, Eitoku 
painted almost entirely in ink, 
but in his later works he add- 
ed color to size. 

Though Kano Ejitoku and his 
pupil Kano Sanraku are often 
thought of as the mainstays of 
Momoyama. art, the riod 
boasted a number of ex- 
cellent painters who did not 
belong to the Kano _ school. 
Japanese art historians dis- 
tinguish several schools of 

inters, among them those of 

asegawa Tohaku and Kaiho 
Yusho, but the distinctions are 
largely a matter of the. degree 
and manner in which Chinese 
styles were employed. 

An exception is the case of 
Tawaraya Sotatsu, who empha- 
sized colors and in many in- 
stances virtually dispensed with 
contour lines. Sotatsu’s style is 
a direct development from the 
Yamato-e and is virtually free 
of Chinese elements, but it is

Gold is prominent in all these 
paintings, including a large 
group of genre works which fall 
outside the categories mention- 
ed, but which form an impor- 
tant link in the history of Japa- 
nese genre art. Quite appar- 
ently, the military barons who 
commissioned the art of this 
age were as fond of the pre 
cious metal as the contempor- 
ary ki of Europe.

In the Tokugawa period,

Of this, however, the less 
said the better. 

The paintings in the present 
exhibit are supplemented by a 
liberal collection of Momoyama 
handicrafts, which make it 
quite clear that the size and 
gaudiness of the age were not 
confined to painting and ar- 
chitecture.

As to the planned restriction 
on equipment investment, these 
sources said, various commercial 
banks take the following posi- 
tion: 

1. Commercial banks will 
“tangibly” cut their underwrit- 
ings of debentures to be issued 
for June even by such basic in- 
dustries as power and steel. 

Some ¥2,000 million worth of 
debentures issued for May re- 
mained unsold despite sacrifice 
purchases by various commer- 
clal banks. 

Meanwhile, the Bank of Japan 
authorities have also instructed 
commercial banks not to make 
any sacrifice purchases of deben- 
tures, as this would eventually 
nullify the purpose of the raise 
in the Bank of Japan’s official 
money rate. 

2. These banks are also try- 
ing to pare down loan applica- 
tions made by shipping com- 
panies for construction of new 
ships. 

3. Commercial banks are 
raising the present money rate 
by one to two rin per diem for 
new loans. 

4. They will cut loans even 
to the nation’s steel, power and 
other industries, known as 
“bottleneck industries” as they 
are suffering from an acute 
shortage of raw materials and 
equipment. 


Insurance Circles 
Grant OSK Loans. 


The Osaka Shosen Kaisha, one 
of Japan’s leading shipping com- 
panies, has succeeded in win- 
ning a total of ¥600 million in 
loans from two life insurance 
companies instead of commer- 
cial banks. 

Half of the loans will come 
from the Sumitomo Life Insur- 
ance Company and the rest from 
the Daiichi Life Insurance Com- 
pany at an interest rate of

OSK’s move to borrow from 
life insurance circles resulted, 
it was wunderstoou, from the 
latest tight money licy and 
the resultant restriction on the 
accommodation of shipbuilding 
loans by banking circles. 

The deterioration of the 
freight market was also con- 
sidered to be a main factor. 

It is recalled that the Kawa- 
saki Steamship Company has 
borrowed shipbuilding funds 
from the Nippon Life Insurance 
Company. : 

A handful of other shipping 
companies, including Sanko 
Kisen and Nippon Kaiun, are 
now negotiating for loans with 
life insurance companies.

“First 
one wing gets caught, then an- 
other, until the fly finds itself 
drowning in honey.” 


The U.S. State Department has 
been encouraged by close study 
of the recent Communist Party 
meeting in Warsaw. Officials 
here believe the Warsaw Gov- 
ernment is sticking to its bold 
policy of demanding that Mos- 
cow accord it greater indepen- 
dence and equality.

NEW YORK (AP)—Cotton 
textile leaders were urged by a 
top Government official Monday 
to help fight inflation “even 
when it hurts.” 


Management and labor must 
cooperate with Government 
efforts to halt the steady rise in 
consumer prices, Undersecretary 
of Commerce Walter Williams 
told a textile market research 
conference sponsored by the Na- 
tional Cotton Council here. 

If they don’t cooperate, he as- 
serted, “it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that inflation will be with 
us for a long while and will 
lead to unemployment § and 
lower profits.” 

Williams said the textile in- 
dustry in the next few years 
could count on a powerful assist 
from the stork.

Primé Minister Kishi is expected in Tokyo today after 
completing his tour of various Asian countries—a tour 
which took him as far west as Pakistan. We have already 
commented upon his visits to India and Pakistan in some 
detail but we may add that his journey as a whole appears 
to us to have been a useful one. 

Mr. Kishi will have nothing spectacular to report but 
then nothing of the sort was expected. But we believe that 
his tour will have the effect of bringing Japan nearer to 
those countries that he visited and, if followed up by wise 
measures by Government departments in Tokyo, can 
enhance this country’s influence and prestige throughout 


Asia. 


Also, Mr. Kishi must have acquired a good deal of 
firsthand information about, and sensed something of the 
feeling of, the Asian nations concerned. This should stand 
him in good stead when he goes to Washington for talks 
with American leaders who seek the good of Asia. 

' The Prime Minister could not, of course, fail to observe 
during his tour the significant background provided by the 
overtures of Soviet Russia and Red China to the Asian 
nations and no doubt, while in conversation with the 
leaders of the countries visited, he was given to understand 
what temptations these overtures held out to people 
insufficiently grounded in international politics or encom- 


passed by economic distress. 


There was considerable agreement, it is clear, that 
there must be an increase of trade and industry and a 
general improvement of living standards before the Asian 
countries could feel themselves certain of steady develop- 
ment along the lines of liberal democracy and that Japan 
could help materially in the promotion of this process. 


The joint communique issued in Bangkok by the Prime 
Ministers of Japan and Thailand may be considered as a 
fair sample of the hopes thus engendered when it referred 
to the discussion of “ways and means of promoting trade 
and commerce and also fostering economic and technical 
cooperation between Japan and Thailand, not only for their 
mutual benefit, but for the stabilization of Asia.” 

It is, of course, this “stabilization of Asia” that all men 


of goodwill must hope and work for. 


It would be wrong 


to think that “stabilization” means freezing Asian condi- 
tions into some set mold. Rather does it signify the putting 
of the various countries, in many cases newly independent, 
in the right path so that they may improve their peoples’ 
livelihood, secure social and political advance and be re- 
lieved from fears of possible aggression from without. 


In order to follow this “right path,” a great deal of 
modern knowledge of a highly technical character must be 
acquired and money found to lay the foundations of in- 


dustrialization and improvement of agriculture. 


For the 


former, Japan, herself an Asian nation, but possessing ad- 
vanced modern techniques, can do much to help, but for 
major financial assistance it is natural to look to the United 
States, which is able to make large overseas investments 
where stable conditions permit, the Colombo Plan powers 


and other sources. 


We must, express the hope that, as one of the results 

of Mr. Kishi’s forthcoming visit to Washington, it will be 
ssible for some method of cooperation between the 
nited States and Japan, in giving the assistance to under- 
developed nations of Asia that the present circumstances 


demand, to be evolved. 


It may be pointed out that not only has Japan already 
given a good deal of technical assistance to these nations, 
but, despite limited financial resources, has invested con- 
siderable sums abroad. One report says that Japan spent 
nearly $12,400,000 in overseas investments in the fiscal year 
1956, almost double the sum so used in 1955, and plans to 


spend almost four times that amount this year. 


Most of 


these investments are in Southeast Asia and Latin America. 
The respective merits of Southeast Asia and Latin 


America as fields for Japan’s investments 
eagerly discussed in various circles in this country.

dividual cases must be considered, of course, on particular 
characteristics such as every businessman requires to con- 
sider before launching out into an undertaking. But the 
claims of Southeast Asia make a special appeal to us not 
only on grounds of geographical propinquity and economic 


complement but also of cultural relationships.

What we should like to see is.a steady “growing 
together” of Japan with the other free nations in the Far 
East in all departments of human endeavor so that a com- 
munity of feeling and action can be built up which in 
turn can contribute to the over-all work of the United 
Nations whose task it is to promote the welfare of hu- 


manity as a whole. 


It has to be acknowledged that the 


unhappy events of past. years have given rise to a crop of 
jealousies and suspicions that can only be gradually 
nullified, but it is by endeavoring to work together for the 


good of all that these can be overcome. 


A Purged Red Strikes Back 


Shida Musters Force to Challenge JCP’s ‘Peaceful,’ Pro-Moscow Policy 


Strange as it may sound, the 
security agencies of the Govern- 
ment and the top¢leadership of 
the Japan Communist Party 
have a common interest for the 
time being: they are closely 


In the heart of the 
cloud is Shigeo Shida, former 
member of the Central Commit- 
tee of the JCP. Supposedly 
rallying round him are about 
3,000 unists and fellow- 
travelers, some of whom played 
important roles in the “military” 
activities of the JCP in the past. 

Responsible officials of the 
Police Agency have described 
them as “Young Turks” and 
“professional revolutionists.” 

What’s more, the nascent 
cohort of Communists is believ- 
ed to have challenged the pres- 
ent leadership of the Party for 
its “soft,” “peaceful” policy. In 
other words, Shida and his fol- 
lowers still believe in the “radi- 
cal” methods to achieve their 
“revolution.” 

These developments, about 
which rumors were being heard 
for some time, have recently 
— confirmed by the authori- 

es. 
Appraisal ef what has led to 
these circumstances must be- 
gin with a review of Shida’s 
past. In the 1950-55 period the 
JCP earned notoriety for its 
violent tactics, which featured 
Molotoy cocktails and long 
sticks. Shida in those years 
was the right-hand man of the 
late Secretary General Kyuichi 
Tokuda. Also as Chairman of 
the Military Committee, he més- 
terminded and supervised the 
roughhouse programs, which 
climaxed in the bloody May Day 
riot in Tokyo of 1952. 

Reports Policy 

‘Such an uncouth policy, how- 
ever, was repented officially by 
the JCP. In its now famous 
sixth National Convention of 
1955, it disavowed the “leftwing 
adventurism” of the past to es- 
pouse a more “peaceful ap- 
proach.” As of this epoch-mak- 
ing event, the Communists of 
Japan were again to try to be 
“loved” by the people, as Sanzo 
Nosaka had urged in the im- 
mediate postwar years. 

This about-face, however, na- 
turally put leaders of the radical 
policy, Shida in particular,~ in 
a difficult spot. They had to 
bear the brunt of the attack by 
the lower-echelon comrades 
who were arrested and indicted 
because they had faithfully car- 
ried out the orders. During the 
fall of 1955, in fact, Shida had 
to go round the country to off- 
er apologies to these fired men 
for the “mistake” the Party had 
committed. 

The changed atmosphere in 
the Party meant considerable 
pressure on Shida, who began 
showing signs of breaking down 
mentally and physically, accord- 
ing.to a JCP announcement. 

The Party then decided to 
give him a three-month vaca- 
tion, beginning in early Decem- 
ber, 1955, so that Shida could 
conduct thorough soul-search- 


ing. 
Expelled From P. 

But the Communist leader 
vanished from the eyes of his 
comrades in early January last 
year. For months nothing was 
heard of him, and in Septem- 
ber the Central Committee of 
the JCP admitted: that Shida 
had “deliberately abandoned his 


Party duties” and that he was 


to be expelled from the Cen- 
tral Committee. 

The sensational admission on 
the failings of one of its most 
important leaders by the JCP, 
it seemed, had to be made for 
one extraneous reason. A few 
days before the announcement, 
the Communist magazine “Shin- 
so” (Truth) alleged in a special 
number that Shida “had squand- 
ered millions and perhaps tens 
of millions of Party funds” dur- 
ing the underground years. 

At that time, the Party offi- 
cially neither refuted nor con- 
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Tuesday, June 4 

Asahi Shimbun said no out- 
standing results came out of 
Kishi’s trip to Southeast Asia. 
The paper said such a state 
could be ¢ohsidered as natural 
as Kishi had no particular pur- 
pose in visiting these nations 
except to promote friendship 


between thém and Japan. It re- pa 


gretted that some persons in 
Kishi’s entourage were trying to 
make political hay by exag- 
gerating the results of iis trip. 
The paper said there was noth- 
ing particular in the joint com- 
muniques issued by Kishi ona 
the leaders of the nations he 
visited. The paper also doubted 
the propriety of Kishi’s act in 
advocating the plan for creation 
of an Asian Development Fund 
while he was touring Southeast 
Asia. 


Mainichi Shimbun said the 
tour of Southeast Asia by Prime 
Minister Kishi, if it provides 
any basis for the coming talks 
between him and U.S. leaders 
during his planned visit to U.S., 
will prove significant. From his 
trip to thik part of the world, 
the paper said, Prime Minister 
Kishi seemed to have been con- 
vinced that Japan is truly an 
advanced country so far as Asia 
is concerned. Such a conviction, 
it said, will be an encourage- 
ment to the Japanese people 
who have lost confidence in 
their motherland since Japan's 
eurrender...The paper, however, 
regretted that Kishi made such 
promises as economic coopera- 
tion in an easy-going way.

satisfaction that Socialist Party 
Chairman Suzuki has stated his 
determination to strengthen his 
party’s discipline in view of the 
reported involvement of some 
Socialist Dietmen in the noto- 
rious scandal in the National 
Federation of Agricultural Pur- 
chasing cooperatives.

Condemned as Failure 

The meeting condemned Shida 
as a complete failure as a Marx- 
ist revolutionary because he “in- 
dulged in petit bourgeois indi- 
vidualism whereby seriously in- 
juring the trust of the Party 
ranks in the purity of the JCP.” 

In September last year, Shida 
was expelled from the Central 
Committee, and he was consid- 
ered to have abandoned “the 
rights and duties of a Party 
member and, therefore, for- 
feited every qualification as a 
member.” 

Now, the Party’ further 
chastised him by proclaiming: 

“Shigeo Shida is a betrayer of 
the Party and the working class. 
Although he no longer has 
membership, he deserves to be 
dealt with as one who was ex- 
pelled from the Party and 
therefore he will be treated as 
such in the future.” 

The recent disclosure by the 
authorities on Shida’s activities 
seems to answer the question of 
what he has been doing since 
he lost contact with his Party 
friends early last year. And as 
in September last year, the JCP 
leadership, it seems, was forced 
to further condemn Shida be- 
cause it knew that the news on 


his latest doings was bound ‘to * 


‘break. 
Mistake Admitted 

Shida’s thesis, contained in 
the “new” prospectus for the 
JCP, a copy of which the secur- 
ity agencies obtained, may be 
summed up as follows: 

The about-face of the summer 


ocacy of “peace” and pursu- 
ance of mains “open” activities 
have blurred the line of distinc- 
tion between the Communist 
and Socialist Parties. As a re- 
sult, some Communists in fact 
today have the “sweet delusion 
that the revolution can De 
achieved through means which 
are not different from those pur- 
sued by the Socialist Party.” 

Likewise, it was a mistake for 
the JCP to have meekly toed the 
Moscow line, which was en- 
unciated at the 20th Congress of 
February, 1956. 

Shida specifically argues that 
the Party leadership blundered 
in bringing too many of the 
theretofore secret organs and 
aspects of Party activities into 
the open. 

A Communist Party must 
maintain its clandestine nature 
in order to achieve the final 
goal of revolution, according to 
Shida. 

Active in Kansai 

Presumably active in the 
Kansai region (Kyoto, Osaka, 
Kobe and vicinities) Shida and 
his followers are believed to be 
endeavoring to augment their 
strength through ‘acquisition of 
more comrades at all levels of 
the Party structure. 

Their target date for achieving 
the objective, it is said, is five 
years hence. 

Although the JCP leadership 
has not taken official note of 
Shida’s dissident force, it is 
reported to have told its lower 
organs to “investigate” the 
situation. 

All this means that Shida, 
who caused enough trouble last 
year, is still posing more prob- 
lems for the Party. Depending 
on the amount of influence the 
Shida movement will have on 
Party membership, it may con- 
ceivably split the JCP around 
the time when it will have its 
ninth Party Convention some 
time during the latter part of 
his year, 

One appeal Shida’s advocacy 
can possibly have for some Ja- 
panese Communists is its “na- 
tionalistic” aspect—its negation 
of the unconditional adherence 
of the JCP to the Soviet Com- 
munist line.

Hirade Ejikoku-shokan Nikki 
(Diary of Hirado English House). 
By Saburo Minagawa. Published 
by Shinozaki Shorin, Tokyo. 


The diary of Richard Cocks, 
who was the head of the Eng- 
lish House at Hirado, Kyushu, 
from 1613 to 1623 is kept at the 
British Museum. This diary 
was introduced to the Japanese 
public first by Dr. Naojiro Mu- 
rakami who published “The Di- 
ary of Richard Cocks with Addi- 
tional Notes” in two volumes in 
1905. 


The diary is now published by 
Saburo Minagawa with detailed 
notes and chapters on Cocks’ 
history, study on Cocks’ per- 
sonality, social conditions in the 
early Tokugawa period, the Eng- 
lish House at Hirado, William 
Adams and Cocks’ English. 


The diary that covers the 
period from 1615 to 1620 gives 
very interesting information, 
covering as it does the turbul- 
ent time following the battle of 
Osaka Castle, the last strong- 
hold of the Toyotomi clan, the 
formation of the Tokugawa reg- 
ime, the rapid changes in social 
life and the persecution of 
Christians. 


In his diary Cocks writes of 
the brutal punishment of the 
common people by the warrior 
class, samurai killing them- 
selves to follow thetr master’s 
death and the actual persecution 
of Christians. Not being a 
Christian missionary, he was 
loved by the officials and people, 
with whom he was in intimate 
and friendly relations. 

Cocks saw much of the coun- 
try, traveling annually from 
Hirado at the southern end of 
the country to Edo (Tokyo) to 
pay his respect to the shogun, 
Officials and friends brought 
him presents on Christmas and 
other occasions. He was treated 
with respect, as he was the rep- 
resentative of King James I, 


It is generally believed that 
Hideyori killed himself as Osaka 
Castle fell under Tokugawa 
forces, but Cocks writes on more 
than one occasion that Hide- 
yori lived even after the fall of 
the castle, 


Another interesting piece of 
information found in the diary 
is about the incident connected 
with Senhime, Ieyasu’s grand- 
daughter. When Osaka Castle 
was on fire, Ieyasu said that if 
anyone saved Senhime who was 
within the castle, she would be 
given to him as his wife. Dewa- 
no-kami saved her but receiv- 
ed severe burns on his face 
and body. However, Senhime 
was not given to him and later 
was promised to the son of 
Lord Honda of Himeji. Dewa 
tried to carry her away but 
was killed in his attempt to 
fight the Tokugawa forces. 


On this incident Cocks writes 
as follows in his diary: 


“Oct. 10, 1616—Late towards 
night an aprower in the citie of 
Edo, for that a cavelero, called 
Deo Dono. gave it out that he 
would take the Emperours 
daughter as she went to mor- 
row towardes her new husband, 
for that the ould Emperour in 
his life tyme had promised her 
to hym in respect of his service 
donne at Osekay against Fidaia 
Samme. But the Emperour now 
would not consent their unto, 
but sent hym word to cut his 
bellie, which he refused to doe, 
in taking of his howse wit 
1,000 men his followers, whoe 
all shaved them selves, with 50 
women of his, lyke wais protest- 
ing to stand out till the death; 
whereupon the Emperour caus- 
ed his howse beset with above 
10,000 men armed, and ofred to 
leave his land to his eldst sonne 
of som 19 years ould, yf his ser- 
vantes would deliver up the mas- 
ter in quiet; which coming to 
the fathers knowledge, he kild 
the said sonne with his owne 
hands; yet after, his servantes 
kild their master and delivered 
his head to the men without, 
upon condition to have their 
lives saved and the lands to re- 
main to the other sonne; which, 
as it is said, the Emperour hath 
condecended unto.”

Independence for Malaya 


Final Arrangements Being. Made in London , 


; By DERRICK SINGTON 


With only three months to 
go before Malaya becomes a ful- 
ly independent nation, talks 
have been going on in London 
between Malayan representa- 
tives, including the Chief Min- 
ister, and the British Govern- 
ment. This has. been a kind of 
“tying up of loose ends” before 
the final arrangements for inde- 
pendence and has been comple- 
tely successful. Agreement has 
been reached between the Brit- 
ish Government and the Mala- 
yan on all points. 

The results probably will not 
be made public until after they 
have been submitted to the nine 
Malay sultans and the Malayan 
Assembly in a few weeks’ time, 
but the points under discussion 
are fairly well known. The 
most important was probably 
the question of dual citizenship 
—whether, and on what terms, 
Malayans who have British as 
well as Malayan . nationality 
should retain their British citi- 
zenship after independence. 

This issue affects many thou- 
sands of people born in Penang 
and Malacca—the two settle 
ments of Malaya which are Brit- 
ish colonial territories until in- 
dependence. Many of these 
are anxious to keep their rights 
as British citizens. 


Reach Compromise 


The governing party in Ma- 
laya, the Alliance Party, is, 
however, determined to avoid 
anything in the, nature of dual 
allegiance within the new na- 
tion. .It is understood that a 
compromise agreement has been 
reached in London on this as 
well as on the question of Com- 
monwealth citizenship for na- 
tionals of Malaya. 

Other points discussed in 
London have probably been: 
whether Islam shall be the 
state religion of Malaya; the 
duration of Malay special pri- 
vileges; and the right of appeal 
to the Privy Council in Great 
Pritain. The fact that agree- 
ment has apparently been 
reached on these matters means 
the scene is now set for Mala- 
yan independence in August. 

If all. goes according to plan, 
Malaya’s first constitution will 
thus be based on the proposals 
of the Reid Commission, This is 
essentially a compromise plan 
aimed at finding the maximum 
common ground between the 
three major races of the coun- 
try—the Malays, Chinese and 
Indians. The problems  be- 
tween these races arise out of 
two things: Malay fears that the 
economically thrustful local 
Chinese could eventually domi- 
nate them; and the Chinese 
view that the politically priv- 
ileged position of the Malays in 
mo country oyght to be end- 


The Reid Commission’s plan 
tries to go some way toward 
satisfying each of the races. 
But in doing so it inevitably 
falls short of completely satis- 
fying either the Malays or the 
Malayan Chinese. What the 
plan does in its modified form 
is to satisfy the all-races Alli- 
ance Party which is &t present 
the elected government of the 
country. This Malaya-Chinese- 
Indian working partnership is 
evidently accepting the Reid 
Plan—with the modifications 
just agreed in London—as a 
sane compromise for the imme- 
diate future. 

Under the independence con- 
stitution, then, it looks as if 
non-Malays (mainly Chinese 
and Indians) will become full 
citizens of Malaya a good deal 
more easily than hitherto. Ac- 
cording to the Reid Plan every- 
one, of whétever race, born in 
Malaya after independence 
would automatically become a 
citizen. Up to now, to get citi 
zenship automatically a Chinese 
or Indian has also had to have 
a parent who was born in the 
country. But even the new pro- 
vision does not concede to the 
Chinese everything 
they want. It does not give du- 
tomatic citizenship to those 
born in Malaya before inde- 
pendence, 

Guarantee of Rights 


But there is another point in 
the Reid constitutional plan 
which is aimed at reassuring 
the Chinese and Indians. It is

a guarantee of fundamental 
rights which lays down that 
there shall be no discrimina- 
tion in Malaya on grounds of 
race, religion or place of birth; 
and it covers trade and Work. 
The many Chinese and Indians, 
who will still. be tn a less 
favorable political position than 
the Malays after independence, 
would thus be protected. 

For the Malays—who are 
more conscious of economic and 
educational weakness—the Reid 
Plan contains safeguards. it 
provides that reserved places 
for Malays in the Civil Service, 
in educational institutions and. 
in some businesses should bé 
kept for 15 years. This again, 
however, does not go far 
enough for many Malays who 
would like no time limit to be 
set, 


For Complete Equality 

It is matural that at this 
juncture in Malaya’s history 
groups of Malzys on the one 
hand, and of Chinese on the 
other, who are less prepared 
for compromise and giveand 
take, should criticize the Reid 
constitutional plan. A delega- 
tion representing Malayan Chi- 
nese guilds and a Malacca 
political party has just urged 
in London that there should 
immediately be complete equali- 
ty between the Malays and the 
other races on the terms for 
obtaining citizenship and that 
the “special position’”’ of the 
Malays should be brought to 
an end. 

At the other extreme three 
Malay parties, loosely associat- 
ed in a Malay National Con- 
gress, are requesting indefinite 
continuance of Malay privileges 
and the maintenance of the 
present citizenship laws. 

Neither of these two group- 
ings has, however, as yet 
any considerable membership. 
in the National Assembly of 
Malaya. The all-races Alliance 
Party under Tungku Abdul 
Rahman possesses a majority 
of the Assembly seats. And it 
is the alliance which together 
with the Malay rulers are cone. 
tent with the compromise solu- 
tion emerging from the Reid 
report—a solution that is in- 
tended to enable all races to 
work together within the frame- 
work of a democratic Malayan 
constitution.
